Tiiere was a called m eeting o f 
the T o w n I m pro v e m e n t leagu e at 
the ‘‘R e s t R o o m s ” at the co u rt 
ho u se this fo reno o n, Mrs. H en ry 
W . H arris, 
president, presiding, 
w ith NIrs. J . R . Barrett at tiie 
secretary ’s desk. 
T h e o bject o f the m eeting was 
. to take steps lo o king to the clean­ 
ing u p o f the city befo re the o pe n ­ 
in g o f the S tate F air o n A u g u st 
iS, an d to that end the fo llo wing 
address, signed by 
the president 
a n d secretary , w as prepared and 
f u r n tc h c i the D e m o cra t 
fo r pu b ­ 
licatio n : 
“ In v iew o f the fact that o u r city 
will so o n be en te rta in in g a large 
n u m b e r o f visito rs, w ho will be in 
a tte n da n c e at the S tate F air, we 
th in k it wise to begin at o nce to 
clean u p the streets, alley s an d v a­ 
ca n t lo ts, th a t we m ay m ake as 
go o d an appearance as po ssible. 
“ Besides, the ran k 
g ro w th o f 
w eeds sho u ld be cu t fo r sanitary 
reaso ns, if fo r no o ther, hence we 
a ppe al to each pro perty ho lder to 
see th a t his o r 
her premises are 
cleaned o t all 
weeds 
an d 
trash 
w ith in the nex t lo day s, and th e re­ 
by save o u r leagu e the ex pense o f 
h a v in g it do ne ”

this co nnectio n the 
leagu e 
requ ested the pu blicatio n o t sec­ 
tio n N o . 425, Rev ised O rdinances 
o f 1S9 4, bearing o n the s u b j e c t : 
Sec. 425 . 
It shall be the du ty 
o f every o w n e r o f vacant pro perty , 
an d every agent o r o ther perso n 
h a v in g co ntro l, charge, au tho rity 
o f m a n a g e m e n t o ver o r co ncerning 
an y su ch pro perty , to keep the same 
free and clear fro m any and all 
ru bbish and filth o f every k ind and 
descriptio n, 
and 
o f 
all 
weeds, 
w a te r po o ls and po nds. 
A n y per­ 
so n vio lating any o f the pro visio ns 
o f this sectio n shall, o n co nvictio n, 
be deemed gu ilty o f a misdemeano r, 
a n d shall be fined fo r each and 
every day , o r fractio n thereo f, he 
shall allo w o r permit any su ch r u b ­ 
bish, filth, w ate r po o ls o r po nds 
to be a n d lem ain o n any su ch v a ­ 
c a n t pro perty , in any su m no t less 
th a n o ne no r mo re than tw enty - 
five do llars.
